INTRODUCTION: With practically 
the whole world at war and homes sad- 
dened by the departure and death of 
loved ones, some would even dare to 
say, What have we to thank God for? 
Despite horrible world conditions, the 
fact remains that we still have God 
left. All His promises are still of force 
and the complete fulfillment of them 
are to be realized only after the ap- 
parent triumph of lawlessness and 
ungodliness. 


Text: ‘Wherefore we receiving a 
kingdom which cannot be moved, let 
us have grace, whereby we may serve 
God acceptably with reverence and 
godly fear: for our God is a consum- 
ing fire,” Heb. 12:28, 29. 

“If only in this life we have hope 
in Christ we are of all men most mis- 
erable,” 1 Cor. 15:19. The hope and 
the consolation of the Christian does 
not depend on the future nor the con- 
ditions of this present world. It is 
quite apparent that the present age 
will culminate in distress and sorrow, 
closing with the rapture of the 
Church and the final setting up of 
the kingdom of antichrist. However, 
Christ has redeemed us from this 
present evil world, therefore we are 
commanded to set our affections upon 
things above where Christ now sit- 
teth at the right hand of God. Gal. 
1:4; Col. 3:2. 

Now what have we to thank God 
for? We have a superabundance in 
the light of God’s promises. Christ has 
redeemed us from the tragic and ter- 
rible conditions of this present evil 
age, and is coming again, at a time 
most distressful among the nations, 
to rapture the Church and to set up 
His kingdom on earth, according to 
the promises God made unto Abra- 
ham.

things in heaven, and things in the 
earth, and things under the earth; 
and that every tongue should confess 
that Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glory 
of God the Father,” Phil. 2:10, 11. 
Who having received all power both 
in heaven and in earth (Matt. 28:18), 
and who being the appointed heir of 
all things (Heb. 1:2), will proceed to 
execute the will of God in earth as in 
heaven. 


THE REMEDY 


What. God has offered us for these 
dark days and trying times is “grace” 
whereby we may serve God; not only 
serve Him but acceptably so. If we 
have grace, and are serving God ac- 
ceptably, what have we to fear? what 
have we to dread? Not only is the 
comfort of God to be ours through the 
Holy Ghost, which comforteth us in 
all our tribulation, but that we may 
be able to comfort them which are in 
any trouble, by the comfort we are 
ourselves comforted of God. 2 Corinth- 
ians 1:4. When God said, “Let us have 
grace,’ He meant that He would 
furnish the grace for our obedience 
and service. There is, of course, un- 
usual and added sufferings not only 
to those who are unsaved, but also to 


the Christians; however, God pur- 
poses that “as the sufferings of 
Christ abound in us, so our consolation 
also aboundeth by Christ,” 2 Cor. 1:5. 
We are not left alone for God has said, 
“T will not fail nor forsake thee.” Heb. 
13:5. “Yet have I not seen the right- 
eous forsaken nor his seed begging 
bread,” Psa. 37:25. 
THANKFULNESS 

Should be the attitude of all Chris- 
tians at all times. A dark and gloomy 
world has nothing to do with the 
Christian attitude nor the Christian 
outlook. We are to render thanks, (1) 
because of what God has done, (2) 
for what He has promised to do. 

Paul exclaimed, “Thanks be unto 
God, which giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ,” 1 
Cor. 15:57. The victory—that is what 
makes the difference; that is what we 
are to thank God for. Christ is the 
Victor. Therefore, we need no day of 
proclamation to prime us for the giv- 
ing of thanks. The normal attitude of 
the saint is “giving thanks always for 
all things.” Eph. 5:20. We are also 
commanded to watch with thanks- 
giving. Col. 4:2. It should be with us as 
with the apostles when he said, “We 
are bound to give thanks,” and at the 
same time, “What thanks can we ren- 
der?” 1 Thess. 3:9. Proper thanksgiv- 
ing is quite beside the ability of the 
saints, especially at times. We are 
“bound” to do it, because of the good- 
ness of the Lord. But even in render- 
ing thanks we are led into the ex- 
clamatory pitch of “what thanks” can 
we render. We are not able of our- 
selves to ascribe unto God thanks as 
we should. 

A CONSUMING FIRE 

The promised kingdom which lies 
beyond all this world chaos and con- 
fusion, is backed by the promises of 
God, who is, so far as the wicked is 
concerned, a consuming fire. This is 
exactly what is embodied in the pro- 
cess of redemption based upon His 
“exceeding great and precious prom- 
ises,” therefore we need and should 
“have grace.” “And ... you who are 
troubled rest with us, when the Lord 
Jesus shall be revealed from heaven 
with his mighty angels, in flaming 
fire taking vengeance on them that 
know not God, and that obey not the 
gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ,” 2 
Thess. 1:7,8; for “the heavens and 
the earth, which are now, by the same 
word are kept in store, reserved unto 
fire against the day of judgment and

“A lack of passion in preaching the 
gospel” has contributed to the failure 
of the Presbyterian Church in the 
U. S. A., according to Dr. Thurlow S. 
Fraser, who in an address before the 
122nd annual meeting of the Synod 
of New Jersey stated that, “The 
American people are an emotional 
folk. They like their idealism, their 
patriotism, and their religion served 
hot.” According to Dr. Fraser, the 
Presbyterian Church has lost 1,050 
churches during a twenty-year period, 
during which time they organized only 
755 churches. “Of the 8,628 churches 
left us,” he said, “1,632 have no pas- 
tors.”

Civilized Heathenism

Very 
few are self-supporting. Our American 
metropolis is pagan and practically 
unevangelized.—Exzchange.

Multitudes Homeless 

The International conference deal- 
ing with the refugee problem reports 
20,000,000 homeless in Europe, with an 
anticipated total of 100,000,000 when 
totals from Russia, China, and 
other nations are all in. There are still 
some 5,000,000 Jews reported in 
Europe. To this number of homeless 
will be added several million Japs. 


The Bible and Missions 


Richard Hill, of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
writing in The Fields, states that 
“Russia’s awakening may be but the 
prelude to a work of grace unprece- 
dented in the history of the church. 
In a recent letter from one of our 
brethren who has worked in Sweden 
we learn that believers there have 
sent to Russia 1,000,000 Gospels for 
the Ukraine where God is working 
marvelously. In Kiev there is now an 
Assembly of 1,000 believers. In Russia 
government officials have admitted 
that when they destroy the churches 
the people build temples in their 
hearts. One thousand Bibles, 3,000 New 
Testaments, and 521,000-Gospels have 
gone to Russian prisoners of war in 
Germany. Who can foresee the in- 
fluence of these Scriptures on these 
lonely men and the effect on Russia 
when these men go home after the 
war? 

“Take China with its 450,000,000. 
Our own national leaders, in the main, 
are not interested in Christianity; in 
China Christian leaders are to the 
fore. In Chungking 60 of 100 officials 
in one office alone are _ professing 
Christians. Tens of thousands of stu- 
dents have thronged _ evangelistic 
meetings. Bible classes are common 
now in universities that before the 
war forbade all religious services. In 
Shanghai, even under Japanese oc- 
cupation, three great revivals have 
taken place with over 3,000 converts. 

“A missionary in Ethiopia says that 
in 1936 only three churches were left; 
today there are over 80 with 10,000 
baptized believers.”

Sermon Preached at the Union Thanksgiving Service, Nov. 24, 1943, at the Second Evangelical Church, St. Joseph, Mo.

Psalm 103:1, “ .. . all that is with- 
in me. bless his holy name.” 


In the beginning was praise, and 
praise was in the heart of man. All 
that is within man must praise the 
Lord, “for I am fearfully and wonder- 
fully made.” Made to glorify God! 
“Everyone that is called by my name 
I have created for my glory, I have 
formed him; yea I have made him, 
saith the Lord,” Isaiah 43:7. Created 
to praise and worship God! “Let ev- 
erything that hath breath praise the 
Lord,” Psalm 150:6. 

How filled is the earth with thanks- 
giving to God its Creator! Man is so 
constructed that when he considers 
himself particularly blessed he must 
thank and praise someone higher than 
himself. That is the natural law of 
thanksgiving. Livingstone has estab- 
lished the truth that there are no 
tribes in the innermost parts of Afri- 
ca but that have some comprehension 
of God and offer sacrifices of thanks- 
giving to their conception. “What 
shall I render unto the Lord for all 
his benefits toward me? I will offer to 
thee the sacrifice of thanksgiving,” 
Psalm 116:12, 17. Even in civilization 
men that doubt God are prone to of- 
fer thanksgiving to Him. Whatever is 
the order of man, created within him 
is that divine spark, that touch of 
God, that knowledge of deity, that 
natural law of thanksgiving. When 
we escape danger we sigh, “Thank 
goodness.” Much ado is made over the 
expression, “Thank your lucky stars.” 
True thanksgiving is a spontaneous 
act of praise to such gods as we know. 
Call Him Goodness, Luck, Nature, 
Chance, or by whatever name you 
may choose, but still He is God! 
God—high and exalted above all! 
God—holy and merciful forever! 
Praise ye the Lord. 

Every member of the human race is 
created with a longing to praise God. 
He must. There must be an outlet of 
praise and worship. Once an infidel 
began his earnest debate, bitterly de- 
nouncing God, “THANK GOD, I’M an 
infidel!” He had to. There was a pent- 
up flood of praise and thanksgiving 
within him that he was compelled to 
release. He succumbed to the natural 
law of thanksgiving that is imbedded 
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deep in the soul of every man. 

From the remotest antiquity men 
have observed festivals and sacrifices 
to such gods as they know. The He- 
brews were among the first to have 
an established custom of thanksgiv- 
ing. Exodus 23:15, “Thou shalt keep 
the feast of the harvest, the first 
fruits of thy labours, which thou hast 
sown in the field: and the feast of 
the ingathering, which is in the end 
of the year, when thou hast gathered 
in thy labours out of the field.” Deute- 
ronomy 16:13, “Thou shalt observe the 
feast of the tabernacles seven days, 
after that thou hast gathered in thy 
corn and’ thy wine.” The ancient 
Greeks observed a nine-day feast of 
thanksgiving in honor to Demeter, 
the goddess of the harvest. It was 
known as the Feast of Demeter. The 
Romans had a similar feast known as 
Cerelia, in honor to Ceres, their god- 
dess of the harvest. The Siamese still 
observe an ancient Swing Festival at 
harvest time, which is very much like 
our Thanksgiving Day. 


But thanksgiving goes much farther 
back than any of these customs and 
traditions. Cain and Abel 
their sacrifices of thanksgiving unto 
the Lord in praise for His goodness 
and abundant provision. This is a 
clear proof of the natural law of 
thanksgiving. There was no written 


offered 


law to direct them; there was no tra- 
dition of the fathers for them to fol- 
low. They were inspired by an inner 
urge to thank God for their prosper- 
ity. They yielded to the natural law of 
thanksgiving. 

But, you may argue, what may we 
be thankful for today in a world of 
war and agony? Our sons are dying, 
liberty is jeopardized, freedom is 
challenged. In an era of blood and 
famine can a man be thankful? Yes! 
We know God! We are on the side of 
right! We are cultured people! We can 
see the hand of God in all this and 
we know that His hand is at the helm 
for truth, and that His hand is on the 
hilt for righteousness. Even in war 
we have much, oh, how unspeakably 
much, for which to be thankful. Our 
American tradition of Thanksgiving 


Day has come through the blood of 


many wars, but it has never known 
defeat. Thank God, ye people! thank 
God! War! Death! Peril! Still there 
is much to be thankful for, far more 
than I will be able to mention to- 
night. 

Our Thanksgiving Day was begun 
during the drudge and suffering of 
Pilgrim life; it became national dur- 
ing the Revolution; it became an an- 
nual custom during the Civil War. No 
war has, nor can, hinder our thank- 
fulness to Almighty God. Don’t allow 
this present chaos to douse that di- 
vine nature that is within you. NOW 
is the time to offer earnest prayer and 
thanks, yea, all tomorrow hinges on 
our ability to see God in this crisis 
and to stand firmly on His Word with 
much prayer and thanksgiving. 

In 1778 Washington proclaimed a 
day of thanksgiving by his Continen- 
tal Army at Valley Forge. In the midst 
of their hopeless plight they dared of- 
fer thanks to God. But, lo! God saw 
such sincere worship that He gave to 
us the victory—and freedom of wor- 
ship is ours. Many times Washing- 
ton’s knees were burrowed in the 
snow as he sought the divine guidance 
he so needed. In 1789 he again pro- 
claimed a day of thanksgiving for the 
adoption of the Constitution. Thank 
God, you doubters, for a foundation 
like that. When we realize that Old 
Glory is studded with such stars as 
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Ben Franklin, who arose in the first 
American Congress, as they wrestled 
in the battle of writing the Constitu- 
tion, to say, “Gentlemen, I propose 
that we give ourselves to prayer,” we 
will understand why ours is the 
greatest country on earth. Madison, 
Lincoln, Wilson—all men of thankful- 
ness to God—all three proclaimed 
days of special thanksgiving during 
the midst of war. Why does Old Glory 
still wave? Because, it seems, that 
woven in her threads there is woven, 
too, a part of God. Our great ally 
Britain is also prompt to. offer 
thanksgiving in wartime. England of- 
fered a special day of thanksgiving 

at the defeat of the Spanish Armada; 








again, on the discovery of the fam-. 


ous Gunpowder Plot. In the present 
war Britain offered thanksgiving 
when the miraculous escape from 
Dunkerque was achieved. She also 
declared special days of thanksgiving 
for the victories at El Alemein and 
Tunisia. 

Now is the chance for America to 
claim God’s promise in 2 Chronicles 
7:14, “If my people, which are called 
by my name, shall humble themselves, 
and pray, and seek my face, and turn 
from their wicked days; then will I 
hear from heaven, and will forgive 
their sin, and will heal their land.” 
He has blessed our efforts thus far 
and I am convinced that He will give 
us complete victory if we will meet 
the quoted conditions. Consider the 
many victories your sons have won on 
the far-flung battlefields of the 
world, and recognize in them _ the 
providence of God. Fall on your knees 
and worship Him with thanksgiving 
and prayer. Consider the type of men 
most of our allied leaders are and 
give thanks because of them. America 
is certainly a country of Christian 
tolerance, if not of Christian practice. 
For this we must be thankful. For the 
spirituality, as well as the heroism, of 
our men we must render praise. 


Under such men as General Mac- 
Arthur, who read his Bible through 
| six times before he graduated from 

West Point and who attributes all his 
victories to the hand of God; General 
Dobbie (the heroic defender of Mal- 
ta), who worships God devoutly and 
fervently, and carries his Bible with 
him even into battle; General Mont- 
gomery, who reads his Bible every 
day and suggests that his staff do the 
same, and who never swears, drinks 
or smokes; Colonel Biddle, our “pray- 
ing Marine,” and many, many others, 
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God will surely give us the victory. 
From the far-flung battlefields are 
coming such words as, “There are no 
atheists in the foxholes”; “God was 
there”; “It is in your power, God, to 
send back that rain”; “We all gave 
thanks to God”; “I was finding God 
in those watery wastes,” and many 
others. With our men speaking thus, 
how can we fail to see and to wor- 
ship God? God—the eternal God! 

On our own continent we see much 
to be thankful for. While destruction 
has been brought home to millions in 
many places, the enemy has never 
molested our shores. Give thanks for 
that. Since the war began, amid 
spring floods and harvest labor short- 
age, our food output has become so 
vast that we are truly the “bread- 
box of the world.” Compare this year’s 
harvest with our first American har- 
vest—and Thanksgiving Day. This 
year God has given us the largest po- 
tato crop in the history of our land, 
the third largest corn crop on record, 
and the largest pig crop of all time. 
In 1621 our first Thanksgiving Day 
was observed. Half of those who came 
on the Mayflower had died during the 
previous winter. Still, in humble 
thanks that “our corn did proove well, 
barley indifferent good, peas not 
worth gathering,” fifty-five white 
men and women and ninety Indians 
celebrated in thanksgiving to God. 
Such men as Governor Bradford and 
Elder William Brewster laid the pillars 
for our present America with its pros- 
perity and greatness. 

Let me quote here a beautiful poem 
by Roland Ashbrook: 


What were the Pilgrim Fathers thank- 
ful for, ’ 
Those refugees upon a frozen shore, 
Meeting new perils, fleeing perils old, 
For scourge of persecution, scourge of 

cold. 

Undaunted hearts in famine-wasted 
frames, 

Unyielding to winter’s icy flames? 

To God alone those Pilgrims bent the 
knee, 

For life, for love, for faith, for liberty. 

Rising above a torrent of dismay, 

They found—and founded — our 

Thanksgiving Day. 

What is there for any of us to be 
thankful for? Look and see. I know 
of a wonderful old song with a beau- 
tiful thought but an impossible chal- 
lenge: 


Count your many blessings, 
Name them one by one. 


Count your many blessings, 
See what God hath done. 


Try it. Realize its impossibility. You 
cannot know all that God has done 
for us. He is too great, too loving, too 
merciful, too abundant with His 
blessings for us to enumerate them. 
Relent to that urge to give thanks in 
ALL things. Say with David, and me, 
“Bless the Lord, O my soul: and all 
that is within me, bless His holy 
name.” 

That is the natural law of Thanks- 
giving.

I have just received the following 
letter from Brother Dewey Herron in 
Santiago, Cuba: 

“Four have received the baptism 
with the Holy Ghost here in Santiage 
de Cuba! Praise the Lord! A revival 
has started that we trust will continue 
along throughout the coming days 
and weeks. Brother and Sister Blanco 
have received the blessing, also Sister 
Esperanza, our interpreter, and anoth- 
er sister member of the church. 
Now there are others looking this way. 
‘There is a shout in the camp! Halle- 
lujah! Don’t be surprised at anything 
now. God has inserted Cuba into His 
great blueprint, and it is true that we 
are expecting great things of Cuba in 
the coming months.” 

Brother Herron continues this let- 
ter by pleading for more help in Cuba. 
In another letter he says there are 
many open doors in other cities in Cuba 
that have not as yet been reached, 
and stresses the need of more workers 
to fill calls that they have. 

The Brother Blanco that he men- 
tions as having received the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost is the ex-priest who 
has been working with us for some 
time. Both he and his wife were 
schoolteachers and God has called 
them to work for Him and His Church. 

Following is a letter from Brother 
Blanco which was intended as a per- 
sonal letter to the Mission Secretary, 
but since it shows how happy he is 
in having received his wonderful ex- 
perience of the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, I am printing a part of it for 
the benefit of those who have been 
praying for the revival in Cuba: 

“Glory, glory, and glory to our 
Father and God that at last He has 
baptized us yesterday with the fire of 
the Holy Spirit.

“As you probably know through the 
information of our Brother Herron, we 
are working in the last two missions 
which were opened in Cuartelillo (Rto.

We 
have an attendance at Sunday School 
in Cuartelillo of from eighty to one 
hundred children, and in Cuabitas it 
is progressing also. There are various 
persons interested in the Word of God 
and in the baptism, not only in water 
but of the Holy Spirit. Glory to God. 

“As a song that our Brother Archer 
has taught us says, despite tribula- 
tions and trials our church marches 
on, marches on, and marches on; oh, 
glory to God, marches on! 

“Brother Cross, we have much joy in 
our hearts and we glorify God because 
we have that glorious joy. We ask our 
brethren to continue praying for us, 
that day by day we may be more con- 
secrated in His work and in the cause 
of the extension of His kingdom 
through the world, that many souls 
may come to Jesus’ feet and receive 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
through our testimony.—Alberto Blan- 
co, Santa Cruz.”

News From Here and There in 
Central America 


Dear Evangel readers and co-workers 
with us in the gospel: 

Greetings from El Salvador, British 
Honduras, Panama, and the islands 
of Roatan and Bonaca. 

Since last May Brother and Sister 
Litton have been working in new ter- 
ritory and have been doing wonderful- 
ly well, first in British Honduras 
where they began a_ revival shortly 
after arriving there. No church was 
to be had but they prayed and fi- 
nally secured a nice church, which 
seated about one hundred fifty, for 
the small sum of $8 a month. It was 
rented for a year at that price, they 
began meetings, and soon the place 
was filled and folks were seeking to 
enter but could not find seats. They 
continued there for five months with 
all kinds of difficulties, lack of water, 
vegetables, and many of the comforts 
of life. It is also very hot in this place. 
Through it all they held on and God 
blessed their sacrifice. They were able 
to set a church in order and Brother 
S. W. Shaw, a minister in the Church 
of God, is pastoring it. Thus we have 
a new country to add to our great 
missionary effort. We are looking for- 
ward to great results from this visit 
of Brother and Sister Litton. 

From British Honduras our brother 
and sister felt led to an island near 
Honduras (Spanish) called Roatan 
where they have been having a great 
revival, first in a small town, French 
Harbor, for one week where God 
blessed, and in Jhones Vill for another 
week with God’s blessing, then to 
Coxen Hole where they are still work- 
ing. In four days’ meetings they have 
had seventeen converted and many 
were at the altar reconsecrating their 
lives to the Lord. There are six

More than a half million posters un- 
derwritten by cooperation gifts will be 
distributed and displayed all over the 
country. 

Several million of the printed lists 
of passages will be distributed through 
chaplains, pastors and in many other 
ways. 

Every possible thing will be done 
that can be done to make America 
Bible conscious, as it never has been 
before, and the expectation is that 
this kind of observance will be repeat- 
ed from year to year.

CLOVIS, N. Mex.—Dear Comrades, 
we are now in Clovis, N. Mex., coming 
here in Feburary of this year. We 
found the church lots with one hun- 
dred dollar escrow note against them 
and due the 18th of May. It was the 
18th of March before we could get 
started on the campaign, being 
strangers. Only one member resided 
here and he was out of town. The first 
five mornings I waged a campaign 
singlehanded, asking God to lead the 
way, and raised and paid the note off, 
went on and raised near a thousand 
in a few short weeks, put in water, 
electricity, gas, showerbath, and sewer 
service, and put out some trees. Our 
church, 28x48, has a good heavy con- 
crete foundation, five doors, subfloor, 


seven windows, nine-foot walls, and 
shingle roof. It is inclosed, yet incom- 
plete. We have lumber on the ground 
to start building the parsonage. We 
lack the cement for the foundation of 
the parsonage, also shingles and win- 
dows. These are not frozen and can be 
obtained when God supplies the 
money. We have gone our limit until 
the Lord moves for us. We owe $14.00 
on all this. Our church building is in- 
sured and all other bills met as fast 
as they come. We have a small but 
splendid group of saints. 


We have Sunday School at 10:00 
a.m., preaching service at 11:00 a. m., 
service at 7:45 p. m. Sunday, prayer 
meetings Tuesday at 7:45 p. m., young 
folks meeting Friday, 7:45 p. m. We 
have had one saved and baptized with 
the Holy Ghost, and several healings. 
This may not sound large to some but 
pioneer work is much harder and does 
not move as swiftly as older fields. We 
have an enormous air base here and 
in that I feel we have some Church of 
God boys. All of you who know boys 
living here, write them and tell them 
we are nine blocks east of Main Street 
on Grand Avenue in Clovis.

concludes: 

Above all the measures of war-time 
and post-war planning—in industry, 
business, education, religion—the su- 
preme need on the part of us all is 
far clearer moral insight, more un- 
yielding devotion to truth, a more 
steadfast and farseeing spirit of broth- 
erhood, a new determination to be 
more worthy of the great sacrifices 
that are being made in our behalf. No 
one source of inspiration is better able 
to provide for our need than the Bible. 

Through long’ generations and 
among countless people of many na- 
tions the Bible has done this for those 
who gave heed to its guidance. It hag 
influenced the deep springs of our na- 
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tional life. We may well expect that if 
fresh attention be given to it now by 
the American people, there will flow 
into our national life purifying and 
tonic streams of moral purpose and 
faith that will count tremendously in 
the remaining months of the war and 
the perilous years that follow. 


The time is ripe to give the Bible 
a new share in our American life. Mil- 
lions of men in the forces carry and 
read their Testaments. The prayers of 
the nation on D-Day reveal the depth 
of its sense of need. The lad reading 
his Testament in an LCT as it ap- 
proaches the French coast is symboli- 
cal.
